Following is the text of 
President 
Wilson's message to the House veto­ 
ing the resolution declaring war be- 
tw .cn the United States ami Germany 
and between the United States 
and 
Austra-Hungary at an end: 
* 
“To the H ou se of Representative«; 


“ I 
return 
herewith, without 
fhy 
signature House Joint Re olution 527, 
intended t«» repeal the 
joint resolu­ 
tion of April fi, 1917; declaring a 
state of war to exist between the 
Unif«*«l States and Germany, and the 
j«unt resolution of December 7, 1917, 
declaring a state of war to exi«t be- 
tween the United States and the Aus­ 
tro-Hungarian Government, and 
to 
declare a state of peace, 
I have 
not 
felt at liberty to sign this joint reso­ 
lution because 1 cannot bring ipyself 
to become party to an a« tion which 
would place an ineffaçable etain upon 
th.* gallantry ami h«n«>r «*f the United 
State*. 
The resolution seeks to es­ 
tablish peace with the German Em ­ 
pire without exacting from the Ger- 
man Government any action by way 
of setting right th«* .¡nfinit«* 
wrongs 
which it diil to the peoples whom it 
attacked and wh«»m we professed it 
our purpose to assist when we enter««! 
the war. 
Have w»* sacrificed 
the 
lives of more than 100,000 Ameri­ 
cans and ruined the liven of thousands 
of ««thers and brought u|x«n thousaads 
of American families an unhappiness 
that can never end for purposes which 
we do not n«iw care to state or take 
further steps to attain? 
The attain­ 
ment of these purposes 
is provided 
for in the treaty 
of Versailles 
by 
terms deemed adequate by the lead­ 
ing stat«*smen and experts of all 
the 
great people wh«> wen- associated in 
th«* war against G«*rmany. 
Do we 
n«»w* not care to join in the effort to 
«♦»cure them ? 


“We eat«*re<i the war most reluct­ 
antly. 
Our people 
were profoundly 
disim lined to take part in a European 
war, and at last did so, only because 
th«*y became convinced that it could 
not in truth be regarded as only 
a 
European war, but must be regard­ 
ed as a war in which civilization it­ 
self was involved and human rights 
of every kind, as against a belligerent 
Government. 
Moreover, when we en­ 
tered the war w«* set forth very de- 
finitly the purposes 
for which 
we 
entered, partly 
because we did 
not 
wish to lie considered as merely tak­ 
ing part in a European contest. This 
joint resolution which I return does 
not seek to accomplish any of 
these 
objects, but in effect makes a com­ 
plete surrender of the rights of 
the 
United States so far as the German 
Gov. rnment is concerned. 
A treaty 
of peace was jdgned at Versailles on 
the twenty-eighth of June last, which 
did seek to 
accomplish 
the objects 
which we had declared to be in our 
minds, because all the great govern­ 
ments 
and peoples 
which 
united 
against Germany had adopted 
our 
declarations of purpose as th«*ir own 
and had in solemn 
form 
embodied 
them 
in 
communications 
to the 
German preliminary, to the arm is­ 
tice of Nov. 1, 19IS, but the treaty as 
signed at Versailles has been reject­ 
ed by the Senate 
of the 
United 
States, though it has been ratified by 
Germany. 
By that rejection and by 
its methods we had in effect declared 
that we wish to draw apart and pur­ 
sue objects and interests of our own, 
unhampered by any connections of in­ 
terests or of purpose with other gov­ 
ernments and people. 


“Notwithstanding 
the 
fact 
that 
upon our entrance into the war 
we 
professed to be seeking to assist in 
the maintenance of common interest 
nothing is said 
in this 
resolution 
about the freedom of navigation up­ 
on the seas, or th«* reduction of a r ­ 
maments, or the vindication of 
the 
rights «>f Belgium, or the rectifica­ 
tion of wrongs done to France, or the 
release of the Christian populations 
of the Ottoman empire from the in­ 
tolerable ubjugation which they have 
had for so many generations to en­ 
dure, or the establishment of an inde­ 
pendent Polish state, or the continued 
maintenance of any kind of under­ 
standing among the great Powers of 
the world which would be calculated 
to prevent in the future such outrages 
as Germany attempted, and in part 
consummated. 
We have now in effect 
declared that we do not care to take 
further risks or to assume any furth­ 
er responsibilities with regard to the 
freedom of nations or the sacredness 
of 
international obligations or 
th«* 
saft*ty of independent peoples. Such a 
peace with Geamany—a peace 
in 
which none of the essential interests 
which we had at heart when we en­ 
tered the war is safeguarded—is, or

The truth of the saying that n«*c«*s- 
sity is the mother of invention 
is 
being demonstrate« 1 during these days 
of Jab«»r shortage and high prices by 
the perfection and increasing use of 
labor-saving devices, in the home and, 
particularly, on the 
farm. 
Scarcely 
any situation arises that in th«* end 
does suggest its own remedy. 
And 
present conditions are no exception. 
The difficulty *>f getting w asher­ 
women is reflected in the growing use 
of 
electric 
washing 
machines. 
Railroad troubles lead to the diver­ 
sion of fn ig h t to 
transportation by 
motor truck. And the farmers, unable 
to obtain hands, are resorting more 
and more to the use of machines. 
It may, perhaps, be feare«! that the 
production *>f necessities, hampered by 
the war, will go beyond consumption; 
htat there will be less 
work to be 
done, and that the adoption of labor- 
saving devices will have the effect of 
throwing out of employment the men 
wh«> formerly did the machines’ work. 
Experience shows, however, that no 
such result follows the invention 
cf 
sueh devices. The apprehensions that 
have been aroused time and again by 
the introduction 
of machinery 
as a 
substitute for manual toil have 
not 
been realized.

Prune Pudding.—Take one cupful of 
choice prunes w hlch have beeu soak­ 
ed over night, stone and chop fine; add 
the whites of three eggs and n cupful 
of sugar.

Suet Pudding.-J^ake one cupful of 
finely chopped suet, one cupful each of 
molasses and sour milk, three and one- 
half cifpfuls of flour, two beaten, eggs, 
one cupful of raisins, one teaspoonful

191 ?, 
leclaring a state of war to exist be 
ween the United States and the Atis- 
ro-Hungarian Government, ami

I have

felt at liberty to sign this joint reso­ 
lution because I cannot bring myself

The resolution seeks to es­

‘We entered the war most reluct­ 
antly. 
Our people

machines. 
Railroad troubles lead to the diver­ 
sion of freight to 
transportation by 
motor truck. 
And the farm ers, unaEde 
to obtain hands, are resorting more 
and more to the use of machines. 
It may, perhaps, be feared that the 
production of necessities, hampered by 
the war. will go beyond consumption; 
htat there will be less 
work to be 
done, and that the adoption of labor- 
saving devices will have the effect of 
throwing out of employment the men 
who formerly did the machines’ work. 
Experience shows, however, that no 
such result follows the invention 
of 
such devices. 
The apprehensions that 
have been aroused time and again by 
the introduction 
of machinery 
as a 
substitute for manual toil have 
not 
been realized.
